Dear Mr. Freudenthal: 

This is the final response to your October 12, 2018, Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request 
addressed to the National Institutes of Health (NIH), which was received in that office the same 
day. You requested the following records: 

1) Any photos taken during the mission to transport Ebola blood samples from Liberia to 
the US towards the end of 2016. This includes photos by employees as part of their work 
on this official mission, or photos by third party contractors; 

2) Any contracts or agreements with Phoenix Air to supply their services for the mission to 
transport Ebola blood samples from Liberia to the US towards the end of 2016 (signed 
by any institution such as CDC, DTRA, NIH, etc.; 

3) Any contracts or agreements with Sandia that you have at hand from 01 July 2013 and 
today regarding their work in Liberia (signed by any institution such as CDC, DTRA, 
NIH, etc.; 

4) Any Chain of Custody documents signed for the shipping of any Ebola blood samples 
from Liberia to the USA between 01/01/16 and 31 December 17; 

5) Any documents with information linked to blood samples that were transported from 
Liberia to the US from 01/01/17 to 01/11/17 (e.g. the name of the patient, their origin, 
their gender, their clinical signs etc.); 

6) The agreement between Liberia and the US (signed by the Ambassador of the US in 
Liberia) signed around September 2016 for the transport of Ebola blood samples from 
Liberia to the US; and 

7) Any inventory of Ebola blood samples held by the US that were brought from Liberia, 
including samples held at Fort Detrick and Rocky Mountain Lab. 

On October 24, 2018 you amended your request to exclude Items 5 and 7. 
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The NIAID conducted a search for records and located 4 pages that have been referred to the 
State Department for direct response to you.

There were no records found that were responsive to Items 2 and 3 of your request. An 
additional 841 photographs responsive to Item 1 of your request, and 7 pages responsive to Item 
4 were also located. I have determined to withhold those records in their entirety under FOIA 
exemption (b)(3). Specifically, the information withheld is protected from release pursuant to 
Exemption 3 of the FOIA, in view of U.S.C. Title 7, Section 8401, Regulation of certain 
biological agents and toxins. This legislation is intended to prevent the disclosure of individuals 
and locations associated with select agents. 

You have the right to appeal this determination to deny you access to information in the 
Agency’s possession. Should you wish to do so, your appeal must be sent within ninety (90) days 
of the date of this letter, following the procedures outlined in Subpart F of the HHS FOIA 
Regulations ( https://www.federalregister.gov/documents/2016/10/28/2Q16-25684/ffeedom-of- 
inform at ion-regulations) to:
